TRADERS have welcomed a 
decision by Oswestry Town 
Council to freeze car parking 
fees for the next 12 months. 

The decision was made after the 
town’s mayor warned the council 
would have been “lambasted” if it had 
increased the fees. 

The town’s Central, Smith- 
field and Horsemarket car parks 
are owned by the town council. 

It had been suggested that the 
hourly charge should rise from 
50p to 60p. 

The rise would have seen a 
prospective extra £34,658 for 
the council. 

But Councillor Chris Schof¬ 
ield said at a meeting on Mon¬ 
day night: “I do not think it is the right time to 
play with car parking charges.” 

Mayor Vince Hunt added: “I cannot support a 
rise in parking charges. We would be lambasted 
by some traders if we did.” 

The parking freeze has been welcomed by 
traders. Wendy Hughes from the Flower Galleiy 
in Bailey Street said: “I’m glad they’ve decided 
not to up the charges because paying for car 
parking is always something people complain 
about. I know it’s only lOp but it would affect 
trade. Any increase would hit us.” 

Mark Derham from Oswestry Chamber of 
Commerce: “I think that a move like this can 
only be a good thing. Hopefully it will help more 
people come into the town and boost trading.” 

The move comes as Shropshire Council was 
due to discuss its new car parking strategy, in¬ 
cluding the fees it charges for car parks it owns 
in Oswestry. Also among the proposals to be 
discussed at a meeting yesterday (Wednesday) 
at Shirehall in Shrewsbury was the scrapping of 
plans to charge for parking at Gobowen Railway 
Station near Oswestry.

Plan to build 600 
homes on edge of 
town progressing 

PLANS for 600 homes on the edge of 
Oswestry are moving forward after high¬ 
ways bosses lifted a recommendation to 
refuse planning permission. 

Developers J Ross Developments sub¬ 
mitted an outline application to Shrop¬ 
shire Council in June 2016 to build on 24 
hectares of land between the Oswestry 
bypass and Shrewsbury Road. 

Highways England raised a number of 
objections about the effect the develop¬ 
ment would have on the nearby A5 and 
A483, delaying the process. 

But in a letter to planning officers, 
Highways England said it had now lifted 
its recommendation that planning per¬ 
mission should be refused although it 
added conditions that the developer must 
adhere to. Asset manager Patrick Thomas 
said if the application is successful, J Ross 
Developments must provide a construc¬ 
tion traffic management plan detailing 
the phases of the development, expected 
daily construction traffic and access. 

Meanwhile, a new housing estate of up 
to 150 homes could be built on the edge 
of Oswestry. 

Jennings Estates Ltd has applied for 
permission for a development on land 
south of Middleton Road in the town.

TOURIST attraction bosses say 
they will have to go back to the 
drawing board after being ad¬ 
vised to withdraw a planning ap¬ 
plication for their site. 

The British Ironwork Centre had 
put forward ambitious plans for the 
future of the attraction off the A5 
south of Oswestry along with a ret¬ 
rospective application for the current 
buildings on the land. 

The family owned business, which has 
withdrawn the bid, has now been advised 
to submit a new application purely for the 
site as it is. 

Chairman of the centre Clive Knowles 
said: “After two and a half years of putting 
these plans together we are in despair that 
we have been frustrated by the planning 
process and that we are having to go back 
to the drawing board and submit a new ap¬ 
plication. 

“We are held in very high esteem and are 
the fourth most popular tourist attraction 
in Shropshire on Trip Advisor despite hav¬ 
ing no public funding for what we do.” 

Mr Knowles said his disappointment was 
that many of the plans would now not go 
forward in the short term. 

He said: “We were in talks with the Na¬ 
tional Cycle Museum to return it from Mid 
Wales to Oswestry where it was first cre¬ 
ated. We can not go forward with those and 
it means letting a wonderful project down. 

“Our nature reserve cannot go ahead and 
plans for our train to take people, including 
those with mobility problems, around the 
centre and its station have been derailed. 

“We had great plans for a dedicated 
building to house a Shropshire Youth Trust 
hub that recently opened here - that is now 
all up in the air.” 

He said that the family’s first priority 
was to its staff. “We want to reassure them 
that we will find a way to move forward,” 
he said. A new planning application for 
the buildings currently at the centre and 
an improved access from the A5 will now 
be drawn up for submission to Shropshire 
Council.

“Last week he stole half a raw chicken 


that wasn’t actually meant for him - it was 
for us. You could say he’s a foodie.” 

It was first thought Miles would have to 
have a skin graft on both back legs but An¬ 
drea’s care means his chances of needing 
surgery are now slim. 

Graham said: “He’s got such a lovely tem¬ 
perament and I’ll miss him when he goes off 
to a forever home. I’d keep him if we didn’t 
already have so many dogs.”

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Strategy is 
agreed on 
future of 
libraries 

THE future of Shropshire’s major li¬ 
braries - including Oswestry Library 
- has been secured for the next five 
years. 

Shropshire Council’s cabinet has 
formally approved the authority’s 
Library Services Strategy for 2018 to 
2023. 

It means “tier one” libraries at 
Shrewsbury, including at the Lan¬ 
tern, and Oswestry, Market Drayton, 
Whitchurch, Ludlow and Bridgnorth 
are safe. 

Lezley Picton, Shropshire Council’s 
cabinet member for culture and lei¬ 
sure, said the strategy took weeks to 
put together following a public consul¬ 
tation at the end of last year. She said 
700 people responded to the consulta¬ 
tion, a figure which demonstrated the 
importance of libraries to the public. 

“The best thing about all this is the 
amount of responses we have had,” 
she said. “We took six to eight weeks 
to complete the strategy because we 
wanted make sure we have taken it 
all on board. We have listened to the 
public.” 

Under the plans,’’tier two” librar¬ 
ies at Cleobury Mortimer, Church 
Stretton, Bishop’s Castle, Ellesmere, 
Pontesbury, Albrighton and Wem will 
now have five years to become cost 
neutral. “Tier three” libraries, includ¬ 
ing Gobowen Library, will have to be 
self-funding within the next three 
years.

Murder accused quizzed 
over bloody footprints

A MAN accused of murdering 
the owner of a takeaway and 
diner told a jury he did not know 
anything about a pair of trainers 
that left bloody footprints at the 
scene. 

Belkar Singh allegedly struck and 
stabbed his employer Satnam Singh 
Blugher more than 50 times at Tony’s 
Diner at Halfway House last June. 

Thousands of pounds in cash were miss¬ 
ing from the premises when Mr Blugher, 
also known as Mr B, was discovered. 

Under cross examination, Singh denied 
owning a pair of Lonsdale trainers. David 
Mason QC, prosecuting, then put it to Singh 
that another worker at the diner had given 
evidence that Singh always wore Lonsdales 
to work. The 58-year-old accepted hearing 
that evidence. 

Prints from Lonsdale trainers in the vic¬ 
tim’s blood were found, jurors heard. 

Mr Mason also put it to Singh: “You have 
told the jury a number of times that there 
were two men who came in and murdered 
Mr B and both of these men, who you re¬ 
ferred to as the boss and Raja, were in¬ 
volved in killing and stabbing him causing 
him to bleed a lot. And dragging him across 
the floor, leaving him for dead. 

“Can you help us by telling us why 
the footprint of the other attacker is not 
there?” 

Singh, of Booth Street, Handsworth, Bir¬ 
mingham, said: “I don’t know about that. 
They both killed him. One of them was po¬ 
sitioned a little way from the other man.” 

Singh had previously told the jury that 
the man called Raja struck Mr Blugher on 
the head with a chapati pan before both 
men picked up knives and stabbed him in 
his presence. 

The Indian national was employed to 
wash dishes and clean at the cafe on the 
A458 between Shrewsbury and Welshpool. 
When he was arrested two days after the 
alleged incident on June 27, he was found 
with more than £47,000 in cash. Singh de¬ 
nies murder. The trial continues. 


A WARD manager and her siblings 
have donated over £2,000 towards a 
garden for spinal injury patients at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital.

Rebecca said: “Losing Gramps 
was the worst thing to ever happen 
to us. He was not only our Gramps, 
he was a dad to us all, he was our 
best friend and inspiration. He was 
everything to us and that’s why we 
wanted to do something to remem¬ 
ber him by. 


“Horatio’s Garden is something 
I’m passionate about and delighted 
that it’s coming here to RJAH, 
and it was something Gramps felt 
passionately about too because he 
understood the difference it would 
make to our patients with spinal 
injuries. When Gramps was 27, he 
suffered spinal cord injuries after 
he was trampled on by a bull while 
working on a farm, so he knows 
himself the impact spinal injuries 
have on a person.”

Thousands of 
tickets issued 

MORE than 15,000 parking fines were 
issued by Shropshire Council in just 12 
months - a 46 per cent increase compared 
on two years ago.

Dad's anger 
over boiler 
repair delay 

A MAN with physical problems suffered in 
a car accident was left without a hot water 
for more than two weeks over the festive 
period. 

Tony Grimes, who suffered serious inju¬ 
ries in the accident in the 1980s, lives in a 
Sanctuary Housing home in Ascot Road in 
Oswestry. 

His boiler broke on December 18 and was 
finally fixed on January 3. 

His father Sydney said his son is a vul¬ 
nerable man due to the care he still receives 
from the injuries he suffered over 30 years 
ago, and believes it was unacceptable he 
was left without hot water and a boiler for 
so long. 

A spokeswoman for Sanctuary Housing 
apologised for the delay in repairing the 
boiler. 

She added: “The repairs to the boiler at 
this address were completed on January 3. 

“We had identified that new parts were 
required when we visited the property on 
December 19 and we carried out the work 
as soon as the replacements were delivered 
by our supplier. 

“While we did provide temporary electric 
heaters for the resident to use, we apolo¬ 
gise for the inconvenience caused while we 
waited for the arrival of the new parts.” 


five maternity hubs across Shropshire and 
their locations are yet to be determined. 

Shropshire CCG will have to agree to 
the amendment before public consultation, 
which is expected to last eight weeks, can 
begin. 

Under the proposals women will no 
longer be able to give birth at three of the 
county’s rural maternity units, including 
Oswestry. 

Instead they will be able to give birth at 
the consultant-led unit at Princess Royal 
Hospital in Telford, at the hospital’s neigh¬ 
bouring midwife-led unit, at a free-standing 
midwife-led unit at Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital or at home. 

The policy states that a community 
team will be available 24/7 for births in the 
midwife-led units and at home. A series of 
maternity hubs would also be created to 
support women before and after birth. 

The maternity shake-up has sparked 
campaigns to keep full services at all the 
maternity units. 

Liz Grayston from Save Oswestry Ma¬ 
ternity Unit said the battle would carry 
on in the light of the latest suggestion that 
the future location of the maternity units 
should be left undetermined. 

She said: “There is a risk that in the end 
we won’t get anything, but I would like to 
think they wouldn’t be stupid enough to 
exclude Oswestry. 

“You could say that the existing model 
already includes hubs but there needs to 
be more information about what they are 
proposing. 

“The waters have continuously been 
muddied by health bosses telling us things 
won’t close from the start, and they have 
gone and closed them anyway. It is not over 
yet, we will carry on fighting. A decision 
around 10 years ago was overturned and 
we will fight to get this one overturned.” 


Pub burglars’ £2,000 haul

BURGLARS stole more than £2,000 when 
they broke into a pub while the landlord 
slept. 

Mark Jones, from the Stanton House pub 
in Chirk near Oswestry, said the thieves 
took a safe, containing £1,500 and £600 
belonging to a community group, who are 
mainly elderly people. 

He has released CCTV footage of two 
men acting suspiciously outside the pub on 
Holyhead Road in the town. 

Mr Jones said he had never had a 
break-in over 17 years in charge of the pub. 

He said the thieves broke in at about 3am 
on Wednesday last week. 


Mr Jones said: “I was upstairs but nei¬ 
ther me nor the dog heard a thing. 

“They didn’t break any windows or set 
off any alarms and they were in and out 
very quickly. 

“We think a very small guy came through 
a window at the back of the pub then 
crawled along the floor to avoid the motion 
sensors and let the other bloke in. 

“The money that’s gone includes £600 
from the bingo club. It’s more of a social 
club with mainly older people in it. 

“We have sent the CCTV to the police 
and are asking anyone with information to 
contact the local police on 101.”

The very future of the Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Young Farmers 
movement is under threat be¬ 
cause of fears Powys County 
Council will slash lifeblood fund¬ 
ing to the organisation next year. 

Funding for the movement 
from the county was reduced 
last year and as the council 
wrestles with the need to reduce 
its spend further cuts are also 
being discussed along with the 
closure of all the remaining youth 
centres in Powys. Last week I 
was fortunate to be a member of 
the council’s Montgomeryshire 
Committee receiving a presenta¬ 
tion from YFC members from 
across the county - and what an 
impressive performance it was 
by a confident group of passion¬ 
ate young people. The young 
farmers were keen to let coun¬ 
cillors know just how important 
the funding was and how the 
money was carefully used in the 
development of young people to 
become highly valued citizens in 
our communities. And they cer¬ 
tainly succeeded in getting their 
message across. 

Those making the presentation 
impressed with their outstanding 
public speaking skills which will 
surely stand them in good stead 
for the rest of their lives - a skill 
honed on the competition stag¬ 
es of the YFC movement - and 
made it abundantly clear of how 
important the organisation has 
been in their lives so far. 

It will be tragic if Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council is forced to cut the 
badly-needed funding to the 
YFC movement but there are 
alarming warning signs flashing 
in County Hall with budget pres¬ 
sures looming and youth centres 
already earmarked for closure. 
I may have only seen a brief 
glimpse of the quality of young 
people putting Montgomeryshire 
firmly on the map in the national 
young farmers’ federation but I 
get the impression they will show 
the initiative needed to succeed 
even without Powys County 
Council support. 

In fact YFC members might 
take heed of the stark warn¬ 
ing from the council’s cabinet 
member for finance Councillor 
Aled Davies - himself a farmer. 
He pointed out that the council 
was failing to meet its savings 
targets and was in fact head¬ 
ing for an overspend. A deficit 
recovery plan has identified £2 
million worth of proposals that 
have been planned to reduce 
the council’s budget deficit. With 
that in mind it’s hard to foresee 
anything other than a rate in¬ 
crease in the region of five per 
cent on the horizon for Powys 
residents this year, particularly 
with neighbouring counties fore¬ 
casting similar increases

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RAF Shawbury was used as 
one of the very first bases of 
the Royal Flying Corps in 1917, 
when No 29 (Flying Training) 
Wing and the Aeroplane Repair 
Section were established under 
the command of Major Arthur 
Tedder - who as Lord Tedder 
would later serve as Chief of 
the Air Staff. Although closed in 
1920, it was reopened shortly 
before the Second World War in 
1938 and has been in continuous 
use ever since. 

It is now home to the Defence 
Helicopter Flying School and is 
at the forefront of the Ministry 
of Defence’s UK Military Flying 
Training System (UKMFTS), in 
which £1.1 billion is being invest¬ 
ed for rotary-wing aircraft. 

This enormous investment will 
provide a boost to the economy. 
RAF Shawbury is one of the larg¬ 
est employers in Shropshire, and 
the new project will support 220 
new jobs, on top of the 280 al¬ 
ready created by UKMFTS. 

It will mean new aircraft — the 
Airbus HI 35 Juno and HI45 Ju¬ 
piter — training pilots and crews 
from all three Armed Services 
and cutting-edge flight simula¬ 
tors giving students their first ex¬ 
periences of military helicopter 
aviation. 

These new aircraft are quieter 
and more efficient than their pre¬ 
decessors — the Griffin and the 
Squirrel — which is great news 
for local residents. On top of this, 
the simulators mean that there 
will be less flying overall, since 
more realistic, immersive training 
can be provided on the ground. 

The combined effect of the 
developments will thus be less 
noise locally. 

To accommodate this new 
equipment, a new state-of-the- 
art training centre is nearly com¬ 
plete, the station’s hangars are 
being refurbished and ground- 
based infrastructure installed to 
train future aircrew in the use 
of such aircraft as the Apache, 
Chinook, Merlin and Wildcat for 
the wide array of functions which 
military helicopters are asked to 
fulfil. 

The new training scheme will 
commence in April this year and 
run well into the future. 

It has been confirmed until at 
least 2033 and possibly to 2038. 
This is, obviously, great news for 
all who work at RAF Shawbury. 

As Shawbury celebrates its 
centenary as an RAF station 
this year and looks forward to 
the next 100 years, we can all 
feel proud that North Shropshire 
continues to play a vital strategic 
role in the defence of the United 
Kingdom with strong support 
from the local community.

IF I GO TO PRISON WILL MY CHILDREN 
BE ABLE TO VISIT ME? 

Q: I am due in court next month and the way things are looking I am worried that I may end up going to prison. As I’ve never been in a 
prison before I don’t know what to expect. I’m especially worried about the effects it will have on my children. Will they be able to visit me 
in prison? And if they can visit me will they have to go through things like being searched? What will happen if they get upset or bored, 
will it mean my partner will have to cut short the visit? 

A. You don’t need to worry about losing contact with your children as they will be able to visit you. The only time they would not be 
allowed to visit is if you are deemed to present a potential risk to them. 

When they visit they will have to stay with the adult that brings them at all times and they must be kept under control. Babies and young 
children do not normally need to be named on the Visiting Order, nor do they need independent identification, but you should get this 
confirmed by the individual prison. Pushchairs and carry cots are normally not allowed inside the prison. 

All visitors, even babies, are subject to search. Children and female visitors will usually receive just a ‘rub down’ by a female prison officer. 
If one of your children is a baby, most prisons will allow you to hold him or her. It would be advisable for there to be two visiting adults if 
the children are very young, so that one of them can take the children out of the Visit Room if they become bored or fractious.

Man jailed for over five 
years for sex assaults

A MAN who raped a youth and 
sexually assaulted a young boy 
has been jailed for more than five 
years. 

Alan Robert Hancock, of Upper 
Church Street, Oswestry, appeared at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court for sentence 
when social and psychiatric reports 
were considered. 

Judge Peter Barrie said the rape victim 
was already vulnerable and was signifi¬ 
cantly younger than Hancock and had been 
distressed by the experience. 

He said there were severe psychological 
consequences for the victim which was an 
aggravating feature. 

In addition, a sexual assault involving a 
young boy was a clear abuse of trust. 

Hancock was jailed for a total of five 
years and six months for the offences. 

He has also been made subject to a sexual 
harm prevention order and must register as 
a sex offender for an indefinite period. 

Sharonjit Bahia, prosecuting, said that 
Hancock had denied the rape allegation 
and a trial started in November, but he 
had changed his plea to guilty before the 
victim, who was over 16, was called to give 
evidence. 

She said that the second offence involv¬ 
ing the young boy happened before the rape 
victim had made a complaint to the police. 

Miss Bahia said Hancock had initially de¬ 
nied assaulting the boy but later admitted 
the assault. 

Saleema Mahmood, for Hancock, said her 
client had suffered an horrific childhood 
and suffered post traumatic stress disorder 
which had led to him drinking to excess, he 
said he was remorseful about his actions.

Signal box 
is set to be 
part of new 
rail station 

A PART of Shropshire history will be 
a central piece of a heritage railway’s 
new station. 

The Llangollen Railway Trust de¬ 
velopment at Corwen is on track to 
open in just over a year and will fea¬ 
ture a restored and rebuilt Shropshire 
signal box as part of the station. 

The station is needed because cur¬ 
rently passengers travelling from Lla¬ 
ngollen to Corwen have to get off at a 
temporary halt just outside the town 
at the end of the line. 

When finished the new station will 
also be home to a unique piece of rail¬ 
way history from Shropshire. 

The former Weston Rhyn signal 
box is to be restored and rebuilt as 
part of the project, while fencing from 
Gobowen station has already been 
used. 

George Jones from the railway 
trust said that progress is going well 
on the development. 

He said: “The really big work ele¬ 
ment in the summer and autumn of 
2017 was to excavate the northern 
side of the embankment to a depth of 
10 feet and construct the foundations 
for the eventual installation of the 
signal box which awaits restoration in 
the yard at Carrog station. This work 
has cost in excess of £35k and was es¬ 
sential to allow the embankment to be 
extended to provide for the location of 
the points to the station loop lines and 
access to a siding. 

“Most of this work was undertaken 
by the team of volunteers, with an av¬ 
erage age of 68, aided by contractors 
when specific skills and equipment 
were required. 

“The estimated value of the vol¬ 
unteer hours input to this project 
exceeds £200k, without which the 
project would be unaffordable.”

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Woman fined 
bycourtfor 
breaching 
her order 

A WOMAN who failed to attend ap¬ 
pointments with probation officers 
has admitted breaching her commu¬ 
nity sentence. 

Elizabeth West, aged 29, of 
Oswestry, was given a suspended sen¬ 
tence order by magistrates on August 
21 last year. 

She was given the order for an of¬ 
fence of shoplifting. 

West was given the eight-week 
order suspended for 12 months with 
conditions. 

The conditions were that she car¬ 
ried out a drug rehabilitation and 
alcohol treatment for six months 
and complete a 30-day activity pro¬ 
gramme. 

But she failed to attend her appoint¬ 
ment on December 4, was arrested 
and taken to Telford Magistrates 
Court as a result. 

Gavin McKenzie, for West, told the 
magistrates that West, of Caer Road, 
Oswestry, had recently moved out of 
a property where drug addicts resided 
in a bid to turn over a new leaf. 

“On December 4 she was the vic¬ 
tim of an assault and with everything 
that was going on, she left her mobile 
phone in a shop and didn’t stay in 
touch with her probation officer. 

“However, her officer has faith in 
her and is recommending that she 
continues with the order,” Mr Mc¬ 
Kenzie said. 

Chairman of the bench Arthur 
England told West: “We are very con¬ 
cerned that you should take advan¬ 
tage of the help that is being offered 
to you so that you can get off drugs 
and not steal. 

“It is for your own good that you 
continue the order.” 

For the breach he fined her £40 and 
ordered her to pay £60 costs.

Last month Mr George wrote to Arriva 
Trains Wales CEO, Tom Joyner, drawing 
his attention to the repeated cancellation of 
services between Aberystwyth and Shrews¬ 
bury during November. 

Mr George said : “I am pleased to have 
received a positive and proactive response 
from the CEO of Arriva Trains Wales and 
am grateful to Mr Joyner for his offer to 
meet with me in Montgomeryshire to dis¬ 
cuss the reliability of the service on the 
Cambrian Line and wider concerns regard¬ 
ing the rail network in Mid Wales. 

“Mr Joyner said that the performance of 
the 7.38am from Newtown to Shrewsbury 
was below average and that he was disap¬ 
pointed that the performance was below 
par especially given that Arriva Trains 
Wales has one of the best punctuality re¬ 
cords in the UK. The odd cancellation once 
every few months is part and parcel of rail¬ 
way life and whilst aggravating, customers 
can accept and put up with it. 

“But there have been a large number 
of cancellations or part cancellations re¬ 
cently.”

Upgrade to a set of winter tyres for your car. 

Clean your lights regularly and check the 
bulbs and make sure you’re carrying de-icer 
and an ice scraper. De-ice your car before you 
travel, and ensure all windows are fully cleared 
of snow, frost and condensation. 


Prepare an emergency breakdown kit, 
including a torch, bottled water, blanket, warm 
and waterproof clothing and a first aid kit and 
other items to pack include a reflective triangle, 
high-visibility jacket, jump leads and shovel. 

Also think about leaving a selection of snacks 
and drinks in your boot in case you end up 
stuck in your car.

We asked some health experts for their top 
tips for a January refresh. 

SAY GOODBYE TO WINE FACE 

Waking up with a puffy face and dark circles 
under your eyes from too many glasses of 
vino was likely a familiar sight in December. 

Now that party season is over, it can take time 
for our skin to recover from excess wine and 
fizz. “Alcohol affects your skin in many ways,” 
says dermatologist Dr Justine Hextall from 
The Harley Street Medical Group. “Keeping 
hydrated and applying an antioxidant eye 
serum will help with noticeable eye bags,” she 
advises. 

For a cheaper and more holistic approach, 
nutritionist Christine Bailey suggests loading up 
on lunchtime watermelon to give skin a January 
boost. “Like berries, watermelon is a fabulous 
source of potent antioxidants,” she says. 

BANISH THE BLOAT 

You’ve devoured the mince pies and gobbled 
too much turkey. 

It was fun at the time, but now you’ve started 
to resemble Father Christmas with a festive 
bloated belly. 

Rob Hobson, head of nutrition at Healthspan, 
explains: “A poor diet can mess with the 
balance of bacteria in your gut, which can 
cause bloating.” He suggests sipping on mint 
tea after eating. Not only does it ease digestion, 
but it will relax the gut wall and relieve excess 
gas. 

INVEST IN EMOTIONAL WELLBEING 

Being cooped up in close quarters with family, 
with mountains of washing up and too much 
booze on the go, can get pretty stressful at the 
best of times. When January comes around, 


your emotional health may need as much of a 
boost as your body. Healthspan psychologist, 
Dr Meg Arroll, believes that at the start of the 
year, is important to take some time out for 
you. “The festive period can leave you mentally 
and emotionally drained. Engage in activities 
such as diaphragmatic breathing, yoga, Tai 
Chi, meditation and mindfulness to combat a 
chronic stress state.” 


GIVE YOUR GUT FLORA A BOOST 
You’ve beaten the bloat, so now it’s time 
to give your gut a boost and keep your 
microbiome in check. “Too much stress and 
too many late nights can put your gut bacteria 
out of balance, which can lead to reduced 
immunity and make you more susceptible to 
winter bugs,” says Helen Bond, a dietitian from 
Proven Probiotics. She suggests improving 


your microflora by eating fermented foods such 
as and kimchi, sauerkraut, and fermented milk 
drinks like kefir. 

HYDRATE, HYDRATE, HYDRATE 

You might be undertaking dry January, 
but that doesn’t mean you shouldn’t keep a 
glass beside you all day. “Drinking alcohol 
dehydrates your body, causing your kidneys to 
send water straight to your bladder, instead of 


being absorbed into the body,” says Dr Anshu 
Bhagat. Christine recommends counteracting 
this by slurping down six to eight glasses 
of water daily. She also suggests including 
hydrating herbal teas, like green and white tea, 
which are rich in antioxidants. If glugging water 
doesn’t appeal, then watermelon is your friend. 
Watermelon is high in many essential nutrients 
that can be depleted by alcohol.

Parking fee idea 
may be scrapped

A PROPOSAL to introduce park¬ 
ing fees at the railway station 
which serves Oswestry looks set 
to be dropped. 

Following a 10-week public consul¬ 
tation last autumn, Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil has now revealed its updated park¬ 
ing strategy. 

Under the plans, on-street parking in 
Shrewsbury’s town centre is set to rise 
more than 50 per cent and new linear 
hourly rates would be introduced for all of 
the council’s car parks. 

The linear pricing means people pay the 
same amount for each of the hours they 
park. 

The strategy also reveals the council is 
moving ahead with controversial plans to 
charge for parking until 8pm instead of 
6pm in Shrewsbury and Ludlow, but not in 
other market towns. 

And under the proposed strategy, park¬ 
ing at Newport Road in Market Drayton, 
Gobowen railway station near Oswestry 
and Crown Hotel in Albrighton will remain 
free despite initial suggestions it would be 
charged at 30p an hour. 

The plans were due to be discussed by 
cabinet members at a meeting yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

Transport commissioner Kevin Aitken 
said the council has assessed all 2,486 re¬ 
sponses to the consultation and has made a 
number of changes to the plans, including 
retaining a “pop and shop” period, which 
had been under threat. 

“People’s parking habits will completely 
change if this is successful,” he said. 

“We want one parking policy for the 
whole county. 

“At the moment there are different 
charges for different places and it’s confus¬ 
ing. 

“This will make it a level playing field.” 

The strategy recommends introducing 
linear tariffs in all council car parks with a 
cap after eight hours on band four, five and 
six car parks. 

Mr Aitken said the strategy is also de¬ 
signed to help reduce pollution across the 
county. 

The strategy will affect car parks in 
Oswestry run by Shropshire Council. 

Other car parks in the town, including 
the large Central Car Park, are run by 
Oswestry Town Council and will be unaf¬ 
fected by the proposed new strategy.

Bungalow blaze 
has been ruled 
as accidental 

AN investigation has revealed a severe fire 
at a remote bungalow was started by ac¬ 
cident. 

Crews from Shropshire and Powys were 
sent to the fire at Sychtyn, near Oswestry, 
on the evening of January 4 after a fire had 
broken out. 

The crews faced trees across the road 
and a mini landslide as they battled to get 
to the house where the alarm had been 
raised by neighbours who heard smoke de¬ 
tectors. 

No occupants of the bungalow were at 
home when the fire broke out and firefight¬ 
ers managed to control the blaze. 

Malcolm Stevenson of Shropshire Fire 
and Rescue service has confirmed the fire 
was an accident. 

He said: “The investigation is still on¬ 
going but there is nothing at this stage to 
suggest the fire was in any way deliberately 
started. The investigation is likely to show 
that this was an accidental fire.” 

The alarm was raised because Shropshire 
Fire and Rescue Service had fitted three 
smoke alarms at the property 18 months 
ago after a previous severe fire in the area. 
It proved a difficult evening for crews as 
a storm raged around the area, forcing 
firefighters to cut their way through fallen 
branches and debris. 

Exhibition shows 
history of canal 

A PHOTOGRAPHIC exhibition organised 
by the Canal and River Trust charity is on 
display at Oswestry Library. 

The touring exhibition, which is funded 
by the Heritage Lottery Fund as part of the 
Montgomery Canal restoration project, was 
a success when displayed in Welshpool and 
Newtown. It brings together a unique re¬ 
cord of the canal from 1969 to 2017, as seen 
through the eyes of several generations of 
waterway-lovers. Sylvia Edwards, Mont¬ 
gomery Canal community development 
officer, said: “This exhibition combines 
photographs from workshops, archives, 
events and from the current restoration of 
the canal being carried out by the Shrop¬ 
shire Union Canal Society volunteers.

Family working with authorities on safety 
improvements after tragic death at show 


THE family of a teenager who died at the Royal 
Welsh Show are working with the authorities 
to improve safety measures at the event. 

James Corfield, 19, from Montgomery near 
Welshpool, left the White Horse pub in Builth 
Wells around midnight on July 24, and was 
found in the River Wye five days later. 

An inquest at Welshpool Magistrates Court 
last week was told how it was believed he 
walked along a footpath near the river and en¬ 
tered the water. 

However coroner Andrew Barkley could not 
say how he met his death. A statement from the 
Corfield family said: “We are currently working 
very hard alongside the four major players in 
Builth Wells, to make the whole Royal Welsh 
event safer, for the young people of Wales.

“There are important and urgent safety is¬ 
sues that have been identified and are currently 
starting to be addressed. We will be working 
hard to ensure these improvements will be in 
place before July to make sure that things will 
be a lot safer this year.” 

Police search advisor, Inspector Andrew Pitt, 
said Louise Corfield reported her son missing at 
2pm on July 24. 

Mr Pitt said third party involvement in the 
death was considered after information was 
passed to the police, but he added: “There is no 
information of James being involved in a spe¬ 
cific incident with any other third party.” 


He added that the teenager could have been 
trying to cross the river to reach the ‘young per¬ 
sons’ village at the show where he was staying. 

Duty Sergeant on the day Mr Corfield went 
missing, Sergeant Weetman told the court that 
CCTV evidence showed the last sighting of the 
teenager was at 11.56pm when he crossed The 
Gro car park. 

The footage, shown in court, showed Mr 
Corfield, who was staying overnight at the show 
for the first time, walking with three men, be¬ 
fore he walked off in the direction of a footpath 
next to the river. 

A number of statements from witnesses who 
had seen Mr Corfield described him as drunk, 
with one person saying he was “drunk but in 
control”. 


Pathologist Dr Richard Jones said there was 
150 milligrams per decilitre of blood in his sys¬ 
tem, which amounted to just over double the 
drink drive limit. 

He said there was no evidence of foul play or 
physical injury and he ruled out concerns the 
death was due to an inherited heart defect. 

He said there was no evidence that Mr 
Corfield drowned. 

The family were concerned about CCTV 
footage from the Gro car park, and believed 
one man gestured towards the direction that 
Mr Corfield then walked in, and his mother be¬ 
lieves her son was given incorrect directions. 

Mr Barkley said he was satisfied Mr Corfield 
died in the water and not on the land, before 
recording a conclusion of accidental death. 


Main A5 route is a 'dumping 
ground' for unwanted dogs 


Iceland makes pledge on plastic packaging

THE A5 through Shropshire has 
been a dumping ground for unwant¬ 
ed greyhounds in 2017, according to 
a rescue charity. 

Hayley Bradley, who runs Hector’s 
Greyhound Rescue, said it has been one of 
the busiest years to date and isn’t show¬ 
ing any signs of slowing down. 

Based in Gobowen near Oswestry, the small 
charity is the first port of call when a dog is 
abandoned on the busy road. 

“The A5 is such a busy corridor between 
North Wales and Birmingham for greyhounds 
to be left and tied up at the side of the road,” 
Hayley said. 

“If it hasn’t been a successful day at the 
track, maybe because the dog was low grade 
and wasn’t fast enough, they’ll just dump them 
on the A5. 

“I think it’s such a popular place to leave 
them because it’s half way between the Mid¬ 
lands and Holyhead where the dogs come over 
on the ferry from Ireland. It’s just so easy to get 
rid of them and get another.” 

Saved 

Hayley founded the charity over a decade ago 
and has since saved the lives of more than 1,000 
dogs, with the help of a team of dedicated vol¬ 
unteers and foster carers. 

Last month she was called to collect an ex¬ 
racer who had been left just off the A5 by the 
orthopaedic hospital in Gobowen. 

“It’s been absolutely manic with dumped 
dogs recently,” Hayley said. “The dog by the 
hospital had been tied up and left with a can 
of baked beans. He’d slept all night in a garden 
planter.” 

Hayley said people expect there to be a surge 
in abandoned dogs in the new year but this year 
it has started early. 

She said: “Since mid-November we’ve taken 
in 15 dogs which is high. One was a little 
12-week-old whippet-cross puppy called Lilly. 
They’d bought her for Christmas but she’s 
picked up an injury so they’ve kicked her out 
and she ended up in the pound.” 

It all started for Hayley in 2002 when she 
met a couple in Border Vets, Oswestry, who 
ran a greyhound rescue. They were holding an 
emaciated black greyhound who had been aban¬ 
doned because he wasn’t fit to race. 

She spent hours researching the plight of 
racing dogs before deciding to set up Hector’s, 
which is named after the first dog she rescued. 


FROZEN food specialist Iceland said it is com¬ 
mitting to becoming the first major retailer 
globally to eliminate plastic packaging from all 
of its own brand products by the end of 2023. 

The process starts now, and Iceland, which 
was founded in Shropshire, is challenging itself 
to complete it within the next five years. 

Iceland’s pledge will be an important step to¬ 
wards cutting down on the one million tonnes 
of plastic generated by supermarkets in the UK 
each year. 

In its place, the firm will be harnessing the 
latest technologies to create a range of packag¬ 
ing comprising paper and pulp trays along with 


paper bags fully recyclable through domestic 
waste collection or in-store recycling facilities 
- therefore less harmful to the environment. 

Iceland, which opened its first branch in 
Oswestry in 1970, has already removed plas¬ 
tic disposable straws from its own label range. 
And its new food ranges, set to hit the shelves 
in early 2018, will feature paper-based rather 
than plastic trays. 

The supermarket will be providing regular 
updates on key milestones during the next five 
years as it transitions to plastic-free packaging. 

Iceland managing director Richard Walker 
is driving this initiative to demonstrate the 


potential for the entire supermarket retail 
sector to go plastic-free as far as possible. He 
said: “The world has woken up to the scourge 
of plastics. 

“A truckload is entering our oceans every 
minute, causing untold damage to our marine 
environment and ultimately humanity - since 
we all depend on the oceans for our survival. 

“The onus is on retailers, as leading contrib¬ 
utors to plastic packaging pollution and waste, 
to take a stand and deliver meaningful change. 
Other supermarkets, and the retail industry 
as a whole, should follow suit and offer similar 
commitments during 2018.” 


Officers launch dampdown on under-age drinking 


UNDER-AGE drinking is being tackled by po¬ 
lice across Mid Wales. 

Officers in Welshpool and Newtown are 
among those cracking down on the problem, 
including the use of fake identification cards. 

The operation began with a day of action, 
#ourbignightout, on December 22, run along¬ 
side the Newtown and Brecon Alcohol Commu¬ 
nity Partnerships schemes. 

Matthew Knight, alcohol community part¬ 
nership co-ordinator, said: “Nationally this is 
an issue that is faced by premises licence hold¬ 


ers across the country and operations like this 
are a pro-active step to tackle the issue as well 
as alcohol abuse by young persons.” 

Licensing officer Rod Bowen said: “It is an 
offence for a young person under 18 to buy or 
attempt to buy alcohol but this does not always 
stop it from happening. Most premises that sell 
alcohol take their legal responsibilities very se¬ 
riously, operating Challenge 25 policies requir¬ 
ing customers to prove their age. 

“In response, some under 18s have obtained 
fake ID from the internet or borrowing ID from 


older siblings or friends with the intention of 
using it to buy age-restricted products such as 
alcohol. It is an offence to use false or borrowed 
ID to buy or attempt to buy alcohol or to gain 
entry to licensed premises like pubs, bars and 
clubs.” 

Mr Bowen said that notwithstanding the 
potential for a large fine or conviction, a crim¬ 
inal record can affect a young person’s future 
whether further education choices, job pros¬ 
pects, entry visas to other countries or in¬ 
creased car and other insurance premiums. 


Retailers and licensed premises have been 
trained to spot false ID and to report attempts 
to the police. 

Chief Inspector Rhiannon Ivens accompa¬ 
nied officers during the operation, talking to 
licensees and door staff. 

She said “It was a pleasure to work with 
staff, partners and stakeholders and talk to 
residents. 

“People were in good spirits and reassured to 
see their local officers out on patrol and keep¬ 
ing them safe.”

A LIBRARY has appointed its first reader 
and writer in residence. 

Dave Andrews, author of ‘The Oswestry 
Round’ and ‘Gobowen to Everest’, is to be 
based in Oswestry library during 2018. 

He will contribute to the library’s learn¬ 
ing and lunchtime talks and will hold 
creative writing workshops for new and 
experienced writers. 

Mr Andrews has lived near Oswestry 
for 25 years and is already a regular con¬ 
tributor to events at the library. He has 
published nine books and is currently 
working on his 10th, Wilfred Owen: Poet 
of Oswestry. 

“I’m absolutely thrilled to be Oswestry 
Library’s first reader and writer in resi¬ 
dence,” Mr Andrews said. “I like to involve 
the audience in my talks and always invite 
comment and discussion. 

“I think this is one reason why I tend to 
choose for my talks well-known authors 
such as Robert Burns, Thomas Hardy, 
Dylan Thomas and Wilfred Owen, and well- 
known works such as Wuthering Heights. 

“I’m looking forward as well to the op¬ 
portunity to talk about the medieval Welsh 
stories called The Mabinogion, which have 
influenced so much writing in English and 
other languages.” Mr Andrews said he was 
keen to support and encourage local writ¬ 
ers who work in either English or Welsh. 

Call over shop 
plan fails to 
win support 

OSWESTRY Town Councillors have de¬ 
clined to support a notice of motion calling 
for them to raise concerns about plans by 
Shropshire Council to buy three shopping 
centres in Shrewsbury. 

Councillor Duncan Kerr laid the notice 
of motion before the council on Monday 
night asking the authority to “express its 
incredulity and concern regarding reports 
in the media that Shropshire Unitary 
Council have agreed to pay nearly £60 mil¬ 
lion for three shopping centres in Shrews¬ 
bury and committed a further £18 million 
to improve Shirehall”. 

The motion said: “Even if the scheme 
does deliver the envisaged return, it will 
mean that for the foreseeable future 
Shropshire Unitary Council will be depend¬ 
ant on the trading of three retail centres 
in Shrewsbury to provide statutory care 
services on which vulnerable people in 
Oswestry have to rely.” 

He suggested building houses would be 
a better alternative. However, his notice of 
motion failed to win support from enough 
councillors. Councillor Chris Schofield 
said: “This is not town council business. If 
we want to have a cordial relationship with 
Shropshire Council this is not the way to 
do it. It is doing the town council no good if 
we cannot work with the SUC.” 

£100m schools 
bid wins backing 

AMBITIOUS plans that will see over £100 
million invested in schools in the coming 
years has been approved in principle. 

Under the plans, submitted to the Welsh 
Government’s 21st Century programme, 
Powys could see major improvements to 
primary, secondary and special school ser¬ 
vices as part of a joint local initiative run¬ 
ning from 2019 to 2025/2026. 

A key part of the application will be a 
major investment in the educational infra¬ 
structure in the Newtown area, in order to 
improve the facilities for vulnerable pupils 
at Ysgol Cedewain and Ysgol Brynllywarch, 
Kerry. 

Concern has been expressed at the condi¬ 
tion of the existing school buildings and the 
need for investment to provide improved 
facilities for the vulnerable pupils. 

There will also be investment in some of 
the town’s primary schools, as well as plans 
to develop a Welsh-medium all-through 
four to 18 school in the town. 

Cabinet member for schools, Council¬ 
lor Myfanwy Alexander said: “This is an 
opportunity to provide a far better infra¬ 
structure in which our most vulnerable 
youngsters are learning.” 

The developments could feature other 
capital projects with public partners, in¬ 
cluding Powys Teaching Health Board.

CAR owners are being warned after 
a string of thefts in Oswestry. 

The town has been a target for car thieves 
over recent weeks with more than 10 different 
reports of people attempting to break into ve¬ 
hicles. 

On December 27 multiple attempts were 
made to enter vehicles in the Border Close area, 
with five reported thefts in Plas Fynnon since 
Christmas Day. 

Two vehicles on the Llanymynech border had 
items stolen from them in the run-up to New 
Year, with various other reports from around 
the Oswestry area. 

Plumber Chris Johnson caught a man on 
CCTV trying to break into his van on Cabin 
Lane recently, with his neighbours also report¬ 
ing attempts made on their vehicles. 

Mr Johnson has been hit in the past, with 
a total of £9,000 worth of tools stolen in two 
separate thefts. 

He said: “It is the third time it has happened 
now and it is frustrating because you think 
you know everyone in Oswestry, you think you 
know the bad people but you don’t. 

Chancer 

“Neighbours said he had been trying their 
cars too and this time he just seems a bit of a 
chancer. 

“In the past I’ve been hit twice, once for 
£4,000 and the other for £5,000 and they were 
almost planned, and it took months for insur¬ 
ance to pay out. 

“The people doing it are just scum, it can hit 
businesses hard. That is why I’ve had CCTV 
installed and it sends an alert to my phone if 
someone walks in front of the camera.” 

Graeme Sutton, who lives in Jasmine Close, 
spotted what he thought was a bin man near 
his property in the early hours of the morn¬ 
ing recently. However when getting into his 
Mercedes car, he discovered a host of items had 
been stolen, and a gadget had been used to get 
into the vehicle. 

He said: “It was in the drive and someone 
has gone in and taken petty stuff like a small 
amount of money, sweets, even a half drunk 
Lucozade bottle. 

“No damage has been caused to the car, they 
must have used some sort of gadget to get in. It 
just shows you can’t trust anyone.” 

Sergeant Deborah Bentley said officers are 
continuing to patrol the area after a spate of 
attempted thefts and urged members of the 
community to remain vigilant.

CAT PAWING SEATS 

Ever fancied a massage from a cat? No, us 
neither - but if that’s your particular fetish, the DS 
7 can help. 

As part of the car’s “Sensorial Drive” options, the 
driver and passenger can opt for a massage called 
“cat paw” which feels like a feline kneading your 
back. Yes, we thought it was a bit weird too. 

The cabin ambience settings are called “My 
Cashmere” and “My Titanium” and also adjust the 
interior lighting intensity and colour, the tone of the 
music playing out of the speakers and the drive 
mode. 

DS ACTIVE SCAN SUSPENSION 

To help it ride smoothly, the DS 7 Crossback 
has a trick bit of kit hidden in the windscreen. 

A camera, which has height sensors and 
accelerometers built in, analyses the road ahead 
and prepares the suspension for imperfections.

There’s even a different light 
profile when the windscreen wipers are active to 
improve visibility in adverse weather.
